No doubt few people are aware of 
the fact that the pigeon industry in 
this country is a growing and thriv ­ 
ing one and that it is now on a pay ­ 
ing basis. 
The business is an inno­ 
v ation, but after being tried for a 
few months has prov en to be suc­ 
cessful. There is a great demand in 
the eastern markets for the squabs 
as they are considered a delicacy on 
the dinner table. 
J ohn Buny ard 
started a 
pigeon 
farm at Falmouth only a few months 
ago, and now has a monster trade 
and is making money on his inv est­ 
ment. 
He started with a v ery small 
number of v aluable pigeons which he 
bought in the East. He now has ov er 
two hundred and fifty pairs of reg­ 
istered “ homers” 
with 
which 
he 
raises a large number of y oung ones 
ev ery week. 
At first he had some trouble in 
selling the squabs, but now he has 
only to ship 
them and 
there is a 
ready market alway s 
waiting for 
them. 
He does not ev en hav e to go 
to the trouble of writing that the 
shipment has been made, but simply 
places them on the train. 
For the 
past month he has made a shipment 
ev ery week and has alway s found a 
ready market. 
The squabs are killed and cleaned 
before they are shipped and are then 
packed in ice in a barrel. The farm 
is assuming large proportions and is 
growing larger as the 
day s 
pass. 
The owner is 
contemplating 
new 
buildings as he has not room enough 
to keep the large number of pigeons 
w hich he is raising.

They hav e the fastest av er­ 
age record for horses of ex actly the 
same breeding, and hold numerous 
other records. 
Among others they 
hold the world’s 
championship for 
team pacing to wagon, hav ing estab­ 
lished the mark at 2 :05 %. It is Wil- 
m’b task to reduce that record, and 
le is fully confident that it can be 
done. The two pacers are of‘ almost 
ex actly the same size and hav e ihe 
same swing and stride. 
They made 
the record when they had only been 
driv en together a few times 
Wilson 
lopes to set a new record that will 
stand for all time. 
The wagon to which the team will 
be hitched for its record breaking 
performance is barely big enough to 
merit the name. It has the required 
four wheels, but not much else that 
goes with 
ordinary 
wagons. 
It 
weighs only forty -fiv e pounds. 
The 
seat is barely big enough tor one 
persou of ordinary bulk, and the bed 
is not more than wide enough for 
one’s two feet, placed side by side. 
It is strongly built, nev ertheless, and 
is calculated to withstand the wear 
and tear of many a fast mile on the 
track. 
Wilson is under contract to driv e 
Hedgewood Boy and Lady Maud C. 
for the world’s record at the State 
fair in September, 
appearing 
on 
Monday , September 6. He say s that 
as sure as he driv es the team on the 
track it will set a new mark. Besides 
the team ex hibition, he has a con­ 
tract for two more trials. On Thurs­ 
day he will driv e Hedgewood Boy an 
ex hibition mile in an attempt for a 
new world’s pacing record. 
On Fri­ 
day , he will take Lady Maud C. out 
for the world’s pacing 
record for 
mares. Dan Patch holds the present 
record at 1 :5 5 and the record for 
mares is 2 :00%, held by Dariel. 
It 
is probable, 
howev er, that 
Wilson 
will try for the records without pace­ 
makers, and in this ev ent stands a 
better chance. 
The record for pac­ 
ers with pacemakers or wind shields 
is 1 :5 9 %, held jointly by Audubon 
Boy and Dan Patch.

writin g, is tli£ followin g: 
“Little Deai^—I can n ot live after our 
short ~—- of bliss,-with the comin g of 
y ou an d partin g ever before me. 
If 
we meet in the un kn own let’s con tin ue 
the blissful times that we spen t here. 
I am with y ou in every thought.” 
The letter sign ed Ed ith con tain s the 
followin g passages: 
“Is the iron immod est 
when it 
creeps 
through the load ston e an d 
clin gs to its sid e? Is the seed immod ­ 
est when it sin ks in to the groun d with 
bud d in g life? Is the cloud bold when 
it soften s in to rain an d falls.to earth 
because it has n o other choice, or is 
It brazen w?hen it n estles on the bosom 
of heaven ’s arched d ome an d sin kin g 
in to the blue-black in fin ity , ceases to 
be itself? 
“Is the human soul immod est when 
d rawn by a force it can n ot resist It 
seeks a stron ger soul which absorbs 
its ego as the blue sky absorbs a float­ 
in g cloud , an d as the warm earth 
swells the sta, as the magn et d raws 
the iron ? 
“I d o n ot feel my self to be bold or 
wron g or in my self for d riftin g toward 
y ou as I d o. I would n ot feel my self 
wron g to go straight to y ou tomorrow. 
“There is ever an d alway s .some 
human soul to love an d trust us. An d 
whose con fid en ce we could n ot alter. 
We are n ot of our own makin g an d 
our lives belon g to an other—Brahma, 
who rules an d is wise.

The p lan of cam p aign fol­ 
lowed the lines p rev iously emp loy ed 
by the suffragettes. 
The “w om an’s 
p arliam ent” assem bled in Caxton hall 
and sent a d ep utation, head ed by Mrs. 
P ankhurst, to end eav or 
to 
see the 
p rim e m inister, who had p rev iously 
d ecid ed not to receiv e the d ep utation. 
The p olice tried to ind uce the wom­ 
en to d isp erse quietly and then began 
to take the m em bers of the d ep utation 
by the arm s to lead them away .

the surp rise of the sp ectators, wliq 
w ere m assed around 
the 
entrance, 
Mrs. PankhuVst slap p ed Insp ector J a r­ 
v is in the face, knocking his cap in 
the mud . T here w ere cries of “Sham e!” 
and sev eral of the sp ectators told the 
suffragette lead er

CHINA TO OFFER REWARD. 


Go v ernment Takes Unprecedented Step 
In Pursuit o f Elsie Sigei’s Murderer. 
The Chinese gov ernm ent has taken 
an unp reced ented step in its efforts to 
assist the Am erican authorities to ap ­ 
p rehend Leon, the Chinam an w anted 
for the m urd er of Elsie Sigel in New 
York. 
It was learned ¡at the Chinese 
legation in W ashington the other d ay 
that, following the circular letter is­ 
sued by the m inister, Ou Shout Chun, 
the charge d ’affaires, had been ad ­ 
v ised by the gov ernm ent a t Peking 
tha t it p urp osed itself to offer a re­ 
w ard for the arrest and conv iction of 
Leon. 
T he Pekin gov ernm ent has also for­ 
w ard ed a d isp atch to Mr. W u instruct­ 
ing him to com m unicate w ith all Chi­ 
nese consuls, 
the p rincip al Chinese 
m erchants and the lead ers of the sev ­ 
eral tongs, requesting them to call to­ 
gether all Chinese in their resp ectiv e 
neighborhood s and ad d ress them in 
the nam e of the im p erial gov ernm ent, 
say ing tha t China is sham ed and d is­ 
graced by the crim e of Leon and tha t 
all Chinam en who hav e the good nam e 
of China at heart will assist in bring­ 
ing the m urd erer to justice; also that 
in the future Chinese m ust not band 
together to d efeat justice or to p rotect 
Chinam en who v iolate the law s of the 
U nited States.

TAXING QUESTIONS 


Income Tax as Against a Tax 


On Corporations. 


Washington, Ju ne 30.—After defeat­ 
ing Senator Tillman’s amendment for 
a tax o t ten cents a pou nd on tea by 
a vote of 18 to 55, thu s conclu ding the 
schedu les of the tariff bill, the senate 
took u p the income and corporation 
tax q u estions. 
Senator Aldrich said 
he W’ou ld su pport the corporation tax 
amendment as a means of defeating 
the income tax, expressing the opinion 
that the tax wou ld be repealed after 
two years or the rate natu rally lower­ 
ed. The Dc mocrats held that this po­ 
sition w'as a su bterfu ge on Mr. Al­ 
drich’s part to dsfctroy the income tax. 
Senator Flint, who will have charge 
of the cor; oration tax amendment, 
spoke in favor of it; Senator Cu mmins, 
In favor of the income tax: and Sena­ 
to r Dixon in favor of an inheritance 
tax, althou gh the latter said he wou ld 
vote for the corporation tax. Senator 
Flint said the corporation tax wou ld 
yield in his opinion a revenu e of from 
$40,000,000 to $50,000,000 
a year.

Du Pont Powder company, known as 
the powder tru st, proposes to make 
Hartford 
City

head­ 
q u arters. Representatives of the com­ 
pany have taken options on all the 
land in a section of 640 acres. 
The 
proposed plant will inclu de its pres­ 
ent factory recently constru cted at a 
cost of $100,000 and be one of the 
largest manu factories of high explo­ 
sives in the middle west and it will 
employ between 8 00 and 1,000 men. 
The present concern when in opera­ 
tion employs abou t 200 workmen. 
While the company’s present plant was 
only recently bu ilt, it is said that it is 
eq u ipped with obsolete machinery and 
has never been a paying concern for 
that reason. 
To remodel it wou ld entail an ou tlay 
of at least $100,000, Manager Arm­ 
strong has stated, and the company 
has conclu ded to erect an entirely new 
and modern plant. 
It will be the largest concern in the 
world of the kind, and while there is 
some timidity on the part of many citi­ 
zens since the terrible explosion at 
Fontanet, the company’s representa­ 
tives assu re the people here that it 
will be so constru cted that the force 
of an explosion wou ld not set off the 
explosives in an adjoining stru ctu re.
